Paris, June 9.—The striking sea- 
men are displaying extraordinary un- 
animity of ution. It is thé same 
tale in every port in France. Not 
only are — unable to start, owing 
to desertion by officers and crew, but 
the me naboard the French vessels 
arriving immediately, throw in their 
lot with the strikers, although their 
voyages are incomplete, and they are 
liable to go to prison for so doing. 
The decision of the government tv 
lend bluejackete at the request of 
shipowners to replace strikers, has 
proved abortive up to the preesnt, 

The first vessel on which they em- 
barked, belonging to Marseilles, was 
unable to sail because the officers re- 
fused to navigate it. The determina- 
tion of the seamen to obtain their 
demands promises a long and stub- 
born struggle. Up to the present few 
acts of vidlence have been reported. 
The directors of the French line are 
the most pessimistic regarding the 
outcome of the strike, and have ar- 
ranged with the Hamburg-American 
line for its vessels to call at Havre 
during the strike for passengers. 
Meanwhile torpedo destroyers will 
carry the postal and passenger traf- 
fic between the Mediterranean and 
colonial ports. Many of the striking 
shippers are placed in a perilous po- 
sition. owing to the action of the au- 
thorities in refusing to accept their 
papers when presented unless ‘accom- 
panied by the shipowner’s written 
consent, which is not forthcoming. 
These men, therefore, are liable to 
punishment for desertion. 

The seamen’s delegates from al! 

arts have arranged a meeting to be 
held here to-morrow. The delegates 
are understood to have received in- 
structions not to accept a comprom- 
ise. The difficulties of the govern- 
ment have increased owing to the 
strike of the seamen coming at 
time when the wine growers in the 
south are protesting vigorously. 

The public is clamoring for a hasty 
solution of the strike because of the

Two hundred buffaloes, the largest 
shipment of these former monarch of | 
the pee ever made, and the first 
consignment of the famous Pablo herd 


which has been purchased by the 
Canadian goveramen’ were snfel 
landed in the Bik Island yes- 


terday 
As the last ot the bisons scampered 
over the little waterway at the en- 
trance of the perk, Michael Pablo, 
who rode up to the gep pointed and 
said: “Is that the park?” Upon be- 
ing told it was he gave a gentle wave 
of his hand, which seemed to signify, 
“They're your buffalo now, be as 
good to them as I have been.” Here 
the old rancher parted with the herd 
that has been his pride for over a 
quarter of a century. At this point 
Mr. Pablo fulfilled his bargain. He 
bargained to deliver them in the Elk 
park and now it was done. After 
watching the herd make their way up 
the hill into the scrub, he and his 
cowboys took formal leave by saying, 
“So long, boys,” and trotted off to the 
station. 

The train bearin 
left Rivalli on 
and reached Lamont at half-past ten 
on Saturday morning. Being Saturday 
all the school children were on hand 
to see the buffalo train come in as

Everything was ready for the un- 
loading of the animals. Mr, Frank 
Walker, M.P.P., who has had charge 
of al Ithe arrangements for transfer- 
ri the herd from the cars to the 
park, made ample preparations. A 
large corral, 8 feet high, of wire fenc- 
ing and 200 feet wide, by 450 feet long 
was constructed in connection with 
the stock yards and chute. Two 
troughs were suppiie-i and kept filled 
with water for the thirsty animals to 
drink. A load of hay was thrown 
along one side, which was greedily 
eaten once the buffalo recovered from 
the humilitiation or resentment of be- 
ing pulled by a rope and prodded 
with pike pole out on to the Can- 
adian prairie. 

The train was accompanied by| 
Howard Douglass, of the Banff Na- 
tional. park, Michael Pablo, the owner 
of the herd, and his five assistants, 
Arthur Roy, Joe McDonald, Louis 


Ashley, Lousion Ashley and M. H 
Prideaux. A. Ayoite, Canadian gov- 
ernment agent at Strathcona. On 


Saturday morning the transfer was 
made from Mr. Pablo to Mr. Doug- 
lass, on behalf of the Canadian gov- 
ernment. Here a new train took 
charge of the train to Edmonton, 
where another crew, Pringle, Irvine 
and Martin, with Driver Taylor, took 
the train to Lamont. 

Conductor Pringle had charge of the 
train which took the buffalo to banft 
in 1897. 

Acting under instructions from Mr. 
Douglas, Mr, Frank Walker had a 
detachment of the R. N. W. M. P. 
on hand to keep the crowd back from 
the cars and prevent the small boys 
from teasing and infuriating the 
animals. 

On Friday Major Strickland sent a 
party of 6 men from the Fort. They 
were senaen on the grounds and kept 
the crowd at a convenient distance 
from the pens. Sergt. Sweetapple, the 
veterinary of the R. N. W. M. P., was 
on hand in case of ac¢ident to the 
buffaloes. 

As soon as the train pulled into the 
station the cowboys who had brought 
their own saddles and bridles went 
over to the barn and saddled the pon- 
ies that had been provided for them. 
Michel Pablo tied his pony in the 
corral, the others tied them on the 
outside, two on each side. Thies done 
the unloading began. ‘The crowd 
seemed to excite the buffaloes which 
caused them to kick and charge the 
sides of the car. Some of the cars 
were so badly broken ‘that stout ropes 
were required to hold them intact 
until unloaded. It took two hours to 
unload the first car. It contained 
eight big bulls tied in and separated 
by stout gates, The first one ran out 
and down the chute into the corral as 
if he were free on the plains again. 
The second bull refused “to do any- 
thing but kick and charge until his 
legs were cut and bleeding. He had 
to be ri A big larisit was titown 
over his horns and by the aid of 
twenty men he was pulled to the 
door of the car and down the chute. 
It was wonderful how skilfully the 
herdsmen could place the lariat over 
the bison’s head and yank it off as 
he galloped down the chute. 

The same treatment had to be meas- 
ured out to all the bulls in this car 
and it looked as if the unloading 
would take a week. The last bull in 
this car was the real cantankerous 
article, He had travelled with Bul- 
falo Bill’s Wild West show in his 
youth and prime and was familiar 
with all the tricks of cowboys. He 
rushed up and down the car and 
chased circles like a dog trying to 
catch his tail, until he was dizzy and 
his big eyes bulging out and glaring 
like fire-grate. He was finnlly roped, 
trailed and prodded down into the

behave so unscemly as the bulls. Still 
they are bad. Many of them were 
ro) and pulled out.

the first time. They are quicker and 
nimbler than the ordinary calf. In 
color they a@re a tawny yellow with 
black muzzle and black Lew gstrn 
around the é¢yes and ears.” One little 
ealf that loat his mother was taken 
in yori by Mr. Alton, of Lamont, 
who will‘try and raise the orphan buf- 
falo on cow's milk. It drinks cow’s 
milk with evident relish though it is 
ready to ch tho one who feeds it 
as soon as it finishes drinking from 
the pail. 


It was remarkable how careful the 
Mexican cowboys were in handling 
the bisons; they took no risks. They 
know the pedigree and the treacher- 
ous and sullen nature of the buffalo. 
The heavy gates that partitioned. the 
ear were removed by ropes and hook. 
ed pike poles. The cars were the 
standard stock cars ‘with man-holes 
along the roof. Considérable difficulty 
wag encountered in getting a sufiici- 
ent numberof proper cars at the 
shipping point in Montana. The first 
lot of cars sent in comtained only ten 
suitable cars out of fifty. 

The third car that was shunted up 
to be unloaded, contained 20 year- 
lings. These were put in loose and ne 
soon as the door was opened they 
filed out with little difficulty. 

Six more cars were unloaded on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The same tactics 
were required with almost half of 
the animals that was required with 
the wild west show buffalo and the 
gang of volunteers on the rope seem- 
ed to enjoy the hilarity and the hard 
tugging on the rope, even inthe pelt- 
ing showers that fell from time to 
time and transformed the footing 
around the pens into a sticky mush. 

The wire fence around thé -corral 
was severely tested »vveral times dur- 
ing the day. The urst to take a try 
was a big cow. She loped down the 
chute at a furious rate through pens 
and made straight for the wire fence. 
She bounced back an her haunches to 
the great pleasure of the spectators 
and especially Frank Walker, who 
built the corral fence. Two more re- 
buffs of the wire fence convinced the 
bison lady that the jig was up. 

By Saturday at 7.90 one hundred 


‘| and twenty-five buffaloes were in the 


corral, The cowboys thought that 
there were too many in the corral to 
leave over night and feared that if a 
dog should find his way to:the corral 
or a train pass in the night the herd 
would stampede and carry the fence 
off on their horns. Michel Pablo 
walked into the corral, looked the 
animals over, let down the bars into 
the lane that led to the park. The 
herd filtered out of the corral in two 
minutes and set off for the park at 
an ungainly lope. Pablo and one of 
his men followed them on horseback. 

On Sunday morning the cowboys we 

On Sunday morning the cowboys 
were up and at work by four o’clock 
and had five cars unloaded before the 
citizens of the little village were astir. 
Unloading was finished by twelve 
o'clock. Considrable difficulty was 
experienced in the last two cars. The 

resence of the crowd that gathered 

y ten o’clock excited the animals. 

The last car contained seven of the 
Banff bulls, which have been ex- 
changed for a car of the Pablo herd. 
They are more docile than Pablo bis- 
ons. The last bull, however, gave the 
most exciting episode of the day. 
One of the cowboys was standing in 
the door trying to rope the animal 
when he made a race at him and it 
was ‘bingo’ for the cowboy down the 
chute and up on the fence. 

The Drive to the Park, 

After dinner everything was ready 
for the drive. A large crowd of peo- 
ple in waggons, buggies and mounted 
men had gathered to see the drive. 
During the dinner hour one of the 
bulls had broken out, but’ stayed 
around the fence with the others. 

Two mounted’ policemen went 
ahead, one on each side of the fence 
to see thut the wiring was intact 
along the lane to the park. Mr. 
Pablo and his men, with the man- 
ager of the park, A. Simmons, follow- 
ed the bufafloes down the lane. A 
fo wold bulls dragged beliind and took 
their own time. Onee an effort was 
made to hurry them up with the rest 
of the herd, when one sullen old fel- 
low wheeled round and charged the 
horses, This is a game where dis- 
cretion is the better part of valor. The 
horsemen turned and hit out at a 
King’s plater clip for the corral again. 
The bison ran a few rods and stopped, 
No further attempts were made to 
force ‘his buffaloship.” About 3-4 of 
the way down the lane the drivers 
met the first half of the herd that 
had been taken down the evening be- 
fore. They were easily. turned and 
one of the finest sights of the day was 
obtained as the immense, shaggy- 
brown herd climbed the slope that 
leads to the first bench of the Beav- 
er Hills plateau before entering the 
Elk park. 

At the entrance of the park the 
leader took fright, which caused thu 
leading bunch to surge against the 
wire and break out, Some ran into 
the park and some ran westward 
along the correction line outside the 
park. Here was something exciting 
for the cowboys, who were at a ter-

The cowboys returned wit hthe run- 
away buffaloes just as the main herd 
rea the entrance of the park. In- 
stead of taking the gate into the park 
they took ‘the break in the fence and 
sallied out upon the road and into the 
timber. No one expected at that mo- 
ment that they would be gathered in 
that evening. In a few minutes, how- 
ever, he whole herd was rounded up 
and driven back into the lane and 
into the park. A little calf ge 
off into the timber by himself. Here 
was where Michel Pablo showed his 
skill. He rode quictly into the tim- 
ber, imitating races the call of a 
bufaflo cow. resently he returned 
with the calf thasing after him. 

When the old bull that chased the 
horsemen came to the bottom of the 
hill that leada into the park he re- 
fused to go any further. He picked 
out a nice dry knoll and rf down. 
He was left there to nurse his wrath 
ot cool off. The cowboys said he was 
either tired or foxing and it was best 
to let him have oa, little of his own 
way. Sometiines u buffeio will play 
up that he is tired or sick until he 
gets his victim within reach, and 
then he charges with terrible fury. 
Their strength is very great. One bull 
that lay dead in the car was tossed 
like a bag of wool on the horns of his 
follow when he was cut !oose. 

Mr. Pablo and men levi; the herd at 
the park gate. Mr. Walker and Mr. 
Simmons, with the mounted police- 
men and herdsmen continued to drive 
until the herd were piaced in the 
open grass country on the south side 
of the park. 

The rounding up, loading and ship- 
ping of this carload of buffaloes, re- 
presenta a work of over six weeka. 
The shipment was made from Re- 
valli, a sleepy little village on the 
Northern Pacific at the edge of the 
canyon of the Jacko river. The ani- 
mals were watered three times on the 
way, 

The operation never was and never 
will be duplicated in the world again. 
The Pablo herd in the Flathe re- 
serve is the largest herd of buffalo 
in the world ay. Since the herd 
has been rounded up this spring, it 
has been found that there are over 
500 in it, After the round-up was 
finished, they were driven into a cor- 
ral of forty acres, and those for 
the first shipment were cut out. They 
consisted of bull, stags and cows, 
with a number of husky young 
calves. The corral is twenty-five 
miles away from the railroad, and the 
animals were driven in bunches of 
fifty at a time across the open prair- 
ie. It took about eight hours to make 
the trip down the beautiful Mission 
valley to the station. They were com- 
paratively tame and admirably hand- 
led by the Indian riders and cow- 


boys. 

At the loading pens the serious 
work began. It took four days to 
load sixty bulls. They were pulled 
in with block and tackle. A narrow 
gate led from the pens to the shoot, 
When the was opened the bison dash- 
e dfor liberty to find his head in a 
lariat loop thrown by a cowboy perch- 
ed above the shoot. This sounds very 
easy, but the boys say it,is hard 
work, When the first day’s loading 
was over, only sixteen were in the 
cars, and the boys thought they had 
struck a summer’s job. To get an 
idea of the stubbornness, ferocity and 
endurance of the~ buffalo, they say 
you have to imagine the worst “‘orn- 
ery”’ steer you ever saw jand anulti- 
ply this by 10, 20 and sometimes 40, 
to get any correct idea at all. 

Two animals were killed in the 
loading. Their carcases were given to 
the Indians who gathered to see the 
loading Two others died on the way. 


History the Herd. 


The Pablo herd. began from a small 
number back in the 80's in the hands 
of Mr. Allard. He developed it by 
breeding and purchase until he had 
100 head in 1893. In that year he 
purchased the Buffalo Jones herd 
from Kansas full bloods and half 
breed. ‘‘entaloes’’ and brought them 
te the Flatheed reservation. He soon 
abandoned cross breeding with cattle 
ag the cross was neither buffalo nor 
cattle. : 

When Allard died his partner Mich- 
el Pablo began to sell the herd, a 
few at a time, and some of the best 
specimens in the zoological gardens 
of Ainerica are from this herd, 

Probably about 150 have been sold 
in this way. Howard Eaton, the well 
known wolf hunter, acted as sales- 
man in these cases. 

The opening of the Flathead reser- 
vation has crowded the herd = into 
narrow limits that made it impossible 
to keep it intact. Mr. Pablo was fore- 
ed to dispose of them in some way. 
He offered thera to the United States 
government but was unsuccessful. 
Nor could the interest of American 
Bison association be arused sufficient- 
ly to purchase the herd, | 

Mr. Pablo will retain a couple of 
bulls and a dozen cows, but the great 
herd has been sold to the Canadian 
government, and the most character- 
istic animal of the fauna of the North 
American continent is lost to the Re- 
public.

One of his statements is 
worthy the attention of all coal con- 
sumers and that is that it is impera- 
tive that people should purchase their 
coal in summer as the mines were al- 
ways fully taxed in winter. At the 
Galt mine the screened system is in 
vogue and he contended that it is tle 
best. In reply to a question by Com- 
missioner Stockett he explained his 
views as follows: — 

“With a domestic coal, as ours is 
entirely, we cannot sell anything but 
lump coal. It is essential that the 
amount of coal sent out of the mine 
be absolutely clean, Our practice is 
to mfke contracts for coul 
screened before it is paid for as an 
inducement to the miner to make as 
much lump coal as possible. By 
making all lump he is better off and 
we are better off. Under the run of 
the mine system, miners are not as 
careful in loading cars and as a re- 
sult the percentage of good coal is 
considerably less than under the 
screened coal method. Slack that is 
leit after screening is complete 
waste as there is no market for it. 
They give some, to local manufactur- 
ers in Lethbridge. On the run of 
mine basis they would have to pay 
for a great percentage of slack, shale 
and fire clay. Mr. Naismith pointed 
out that on the screened coal basis 
a ton was 2,000 pounds, while on the 
run of mine it was 2240 pounds. His- 
tory, he said, proved that more mar- 
ketable coal was secured on a screen- 
ed coal system than on the run of 
the mine system. He admitted that 
he did not know of any other mine 
in Canada that worked on a screen- 
ed coal basis. 

The only other witness of the day 
was John Bishop, of Taber. 

He is a union man and for that 
reason he says he is not able to get 
work at the present time in the mine 
at that place. .He worked for the 
Canada West Coal and Coke Co. for 
ten days loading cata for a man who 
hed a contract for that work. He 
says Manager Dixon ordered the con- 
tractor to dismiss him. No reason 
was given. The contractor said he 
was satisfied with his work. 

Bishop said it, was because he was 
a union man, In another, mine he 
was frozen out, being told to work at 
the entry where no other men were 
asked to go and where the roof and 
ventilation were bad, The roof a 
few days later fell in and this entry 
has since been closed up. He waa 
not offered work in any other part of 
the mine. He was also discharged 
from another mine and no reason was 
given. He blamed the action of the 
operators towards him on account’ of 
his active connection with the union. 

He believed in the eight hour day. 
He had worked ten hours in the old 
country “but he said in the last two 
hours the company did not get much 
work out of him. A man could not 
work hard jor ten hours steady in a 
mine. He favored a compensation 
act. It made masters and men care- 
ful. There was always better protec- 
tion when such an act was in exist- 
ence. In mines he had worked in at 
Taber he was frequently without tim- 
ber, but he said that if a compensa-

sembled Delegates. Enter- 
tainment Provided. 


The Hague, June 2.—The general 
plan of the proceedingR at the 
second — conference will probab- 
ly closely follow the proceedure cf 

@ first con » ld in 1899. 
Practically no’ has been worked 
out in advance. Dutch govern- 
ment, realizing that the representa- 
tives of the 4 powers who will as- 
semble here June 15 must be com- 
plete masters of the situation, has 
refrdined from in any way attempt- 
ing to call or arrange the programme 
or method of proceedure. It simply 
offers its hospitality to the confer- 
ence... The same is true of Russia. 
The arrangements up to the present 
time, therefore, simply cover the 
opening session, when Mr. Nelidoff, 
the Russian ambassador to France, 
will call the conference to order and 
make an address, extending his 
sovereign’s greetings to the delegates. 
Dr, Jonkher, D. A. Van Teta Van 
Goudrain, the Dutch minister for 
foreign affairs, will reply in an ad- 
dress of welcome on behalf of Queen 
Wilhelmina. Thereafter it will re- 
main for the conference to decide 
how it will proceed. 

It is safe to assume, however, that 
the general line of proceedure of the 
former conference will be duplicat- 
ed. The first thing in order will be 
the appointment of a committee to 
consider the various subjects inscrib- 
ed in the programme. These _ will 
hardly number mofe than five. Un- 
less the question of the reduction cr 
limitation of armaments is injected 
into the proceedings at the outset, in 
which event the main struggle may 
be at once precipitated, the plenary 
body will probably not meet again 
for ten days or a fortnight, in order 
that the committees may have on 
opportunity to prepare reports for 
submission. 

In general, it is not expected that 
the full. conference will meet more 
than once, until the work of com- 
mittees justifies more frequent ses- 
sions. The opening session will pro- 
bably be public to the extent at least 
of admitting a few distinguished 
guests and press representatives, but 
the sessions of the conference and ct 
the committees will doubtless be 
strictly secret. The question of giv- 
ing out a public statement of the 
progress made will be decided by 
the conference itself. This year 
many of the delegates favor the ia- 
suance daily, if possible, of a. brief 
semi-official statement. The French 
language, as in 1899, will be the 
Official language of the conference, 
although the advent of the South 
Americans and the growing influence 
of English may lead to some relaxa- 
tion of the rule with regard to the 
debates and may result in a compro- 
mise, 

The government's official enter- 
tainment of the delegates will not be 
lavish, but will rather be in the 
samee good tast as its attitude with 
reference to the programme. No- 
thing will be arranged which could 
jn any way interfere with the work 
of the conference. Parliament has 
appropriated 100,000 gulden ($40,000) 
for the reception of the guests, but 
this covers the expenses in connec- 
tion with the sittings of the “ Hall 
of the Knights.” In addition the 
government will give an entertain- 
ment, the nature of which has not 
been definitely determined, except 
that it will not be an evening one. 
Probably it will take the form of a 
day trip or excursion to some inter- 
esting historical spot, either by boat 
or train. The municipality will 
give a formal reception. Queen 
Wilhelmina, out of her private purse, 
w also entertain tne delegates. 
She will probably show her hospit- 
aity at ‘Het Loo,” her country seat, 
about an hour's ride’ fro m The 
Hague, 

Beyond these official functions, 
there will possibly be much private 
entertaining by the Dutch _ aristo- 
crats and among the diplomats. ‘ny 
addition, the delegates will not look 
for distraction in their idle moments. 

Minister Hill is axceeeinaay anx- 
ious that the ceremony of the laying 
of the corner stone of the Palace ¢ 
Pace, to which Andrew Carnegie has 
subscribed $1,500,000, shall take place 
before the conference adjourns, The 
site of the building has been chosen 
in a park called the ‘“Beneorden- 
houtsche Pedder,” but the plans 
nave not yet been definitely approv- 


ed... 

The lowest estimate of the dura- 
tion of the conference is. six weeks, 
and the prevailing impression is that 
it will in session tween ‘two 
and three months.

STRUCK. BALLOON 


Italian Military Aerouant Killed 
by Storm Striking 
Balloon. 


Rome, June 2.—A tragic incident 
took place pd during a review of 
the troops by King Victor Emmaniel 
and Queen Helena, As a part of the 
manoeuvres, a military balloon was 
sent to a height of 700 feet with Cap- 
tain Uilivolli in the car. A storm 
which had been coming up, burst 
suddenly, and the thousands of spec- 
tators were horrified to see a flash 
of lightning strike the gas bag. There 
was an enormous burst of flame, and 
a terrific detonation, and the collaps- 
ed balloon with its dangling car fell 
to the earth over a mile from the 
scene of the review. Crowds of per- 
sons, afoot and in automobiles and 
other conveyances, rushed in the di- 
rection where the balloon had fallen. 

Capt. Uilivolli was found alive but 
unconscious. He was placed in an 
automobile and-rushed to a hospitai, 
where he died without regaining con- 
sciousness. King Victor Emannuel 
and the military authorities went to 
the hospital after the review to in- 
quire after him.

The Winnipeg Telegram is in no 
strait between pleased amazement 
that Senator Lougheed should have 
so far forgotten his traditional affec 
tion for the Canadian Pacific Rai!- 
way as to favor the construction of 
the Hudson Bay Railway, and hor- 
ror at the thought that federal money 
should be spent in such an enter- 
prise without the district traversed 
being first included within the bound- 
aties of the province of Manitoba. 

This is hard on Senator Lougheed. 
For the first time in twenty years 
the Senator has dared to call his soui 
his own in the presence of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway and even now, 
of course, he may be only announe- 
ing a change of allegiance and not 
asserting his self-proprietorship, But 
giving him the benefit of the doubt 
why should the new convert be sin- 
gled out by his Winnipeg admire: 
and the country at large invited to 
gaze on this marvel of transforming 
—influence? Winy not leave him foi 
& season to grow strong in his new- 
found faith, while the country for- 
gets what he has been? It is poor en- 


couragement to a man who ig trying 
to do better to invite the public to 
gape at his feeble and faltering ef- 
forts to retrieve the past. The Sen 
ator has much to retrieve and jis 
efforts are likely to be both feeble 
and faltering. 

But the Telegram’s view of the 
Hudson Bay Railway is certainly 
novel enough to command attention 
Briefly, the Telegram will not con 
permit the railway to ie 
built unless and until the province 
of Manitoba is extended to include 
the country through which the road 
must pass and the port at which it 
must terminate. Thig is really to 
bad. Some reason should surely he 
forthcoming for this off-hand destruc 
tion of the project from which the 
people of the West have hoped se 
much.

TREE PLANTING IN THE CITY. 


Improvements afe being made on 
every hand throughout the city, and 
among other things many people.

in years to come. Many of these 
trees are native poplars or spruces, | 
procured from the surrounding woods, 
and many of them are nursery grown 
and obtained from outside sources. |

which probably are the possibility of 
getting a better variety of trees and 
shrubs, and, if the nurseryman knows 
his business, the important one cf 
having a well balanced, well furnish- 
ed tree with a root formation in fair 
proportion to its top, and which will 
suffer littie or no damage ‘when it is 
moved, 

Trees in a nursery should be grown 
with an object in view, the stem and 
branches should be intended either 
jor shade, screen, or simply orna- 
mental effect, and tney should be 
trained accordingly and the roots of 
all should be prepared for trans- 
planting and fitted to bear being car- 
ried greater or less distances, and 
Set as far as they fail in these, to 
ar has the nurseryman failed in his 
business, and, so far has the public’s 
money been mis-spent and their con- 
fidence misplaced. 


Objections to Wild Trees. 


The chief objection to native grown 
trees is that the root systems have 
not been prepared with a view to 
being transplanted, but they have 


the advantage of bein per-ectly 
hardy and if transplanted with a rea- 
sonable degree of care, planters 


should have no difficulty in getting 
them to grow in their new location, 
and yet, how often do we find the 
reverse. All over the city one can 
see trees, especially spruces, brown 
and dead, and it is with the hope that 
much of this may be avoided, that 
the following directions for planting 
are offered. 


Transplanting Deciduous Trees. 


Poplars and other deciduous trees 
are st transplanted in ~<aagr. be- 
fore the leaves are out. hen 
selecting a poplar tree for transplant- 
ing it should not be too high, pro- 
bably from 6 to 8 fect will large 
enough, as it must be borne in mind 
that the roots are accurately balanc- 
ed by the top, and since only a smal! 
proportion of root can be lifted in 
any case, the larger the tree the 
greatey the disproportion between 
root and top when it is moved to ta 
new site, : 

A very common pruning practice 1s 
to cut the top off such a tree, but 
this does anything but improve its 
appearance and it certainly is not 
needed il.the ittention is to teslore 
the balance between root and top. 
A certain amount of pruning is no 
doubt necessary, but it should con- 
sist merely of the removal of the 
Jargést of the branches all around the 
tem, the operator exercising good 
leave the remaining 
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branches so as to balance the tree 
as far as possible. The root system 
will be found to consist of one or two 
main roots and a nfimber of. small 
fibrous ones, and it will always be 
found better to cut the large roots 
either with a sharp axe or a saw, as 
jarring the roots loosens the earth, 
which is in consequence very lable 
to shake off wnen the tree is lifted, 
a result which must be carefully 
guarded against, as it means failure 
almost every time, although hard- 
woods will recover from such treat- 
ment much better than spruce or pine. 


Transplanting Spruces or Pines, 


Spruces and pines should not be 
planted till later, probably the first 
two weeks in June. A good general 
rule for planting spruce is to watch 
efor the time when the central bud ‘s 
starting to grow and the scales cover- 
ing it are beginning to get loose. 
Spruces are usually planted for the 
sake of their foliage, and 
therefore be selected from a_ situa- 
tion where they have had room to de- 
velop this to the best advantage, 
that is, it will always be found better 
to select a spruce growing singly in 
the open if possible and where it is 
not over-shadowed or crowded by 
other species. Immediate effect 1s 
usually what is aimed at in 
planting spruce, and therefore trees 
are usually selected as large as can 


be moved with a reasonable chance of
